Other artists discovered 
their own creative concepts 
in coolness.

ICLES book!” Penciler Flint Henry, who {§ 
makes LAW DOG the hottest dog at Mar- 
vel, combined the two above answers, not- 
ing, “I worked in the buff on a giant block 
of ice sculpted to look like Modok!”

PUNISHER penciler Hoang Nguyen 
dodged the heat as easily as Frank Castle 
dodges bullets.
